Number 6) because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): j 

Applicant did not elect a single composition of culture medium from among numerous different ingredients enumerating species of 
inorgnic salts from among those recited in claim 1-5, as required in item number 6 on pages 3 of the restriction requirement of April 
18, 2001, See 37 CFR 1.111. Note specifically that claim 1(d) recites a plurality of metals from which applicant was required to select 
one alkali metal (e.g. potassium), an alkaline earth metal (e.g. calcium) and one transition metal (e.g. iron). In addition, applicant was 
to elect one of the inorganic compounds from those in Claims 3-5 for prosecution on the merits until a generic claim is held 
allowable. See item number 6 on page 3 of the restriction requirement of April 18, 2001. As stated on page 3 of the office action of 
April 18, 2001, applicant was required to elect a single disclosed species of composition enumerating all ingredients therein from 
those recited in claim 1(d) and Claims 3-5.
